2. Claims 2 and 4 - 7 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the claimed 
elements, an auxiliary contact configuration for a switching device having a 
movable auxiliary contact control device with a first control element arranged to 
control the auxiliary contact when installed in the first position and a second 
control element arranged to control the auxiliary contact, when installed in the 
second position, in a manner different from a manner in which the first control 
element is arranged to control the auxiliary contact when installed in the first 
position, and wherein the first auxiliary contact position and the second auxiliary 
contact position overlap so as to allow the auxiliary contact to be installed either 
in the first auxiliary contact position or in the second auxiliary contact position 
only, for Claim 2; and for Claim 4 the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest, an auxiliary contact configuration for a switching device with a auxiliary 
contact control device that equipped with a toothed bar and a control shaft of the 
switching device is arranged to co-operate together with the toothed bar of the 
control device in order to move the control device.
